My dear Mr. Fox 


Although I am at home on my vacation I deem it my duty, because you are my superior 
and a man for whom I have the most earnest and sincere respect to write to you a frank and 
unqualified statement of my actions &c. While at home I have done some political work for a 
friend and an honorable democrat. All that is dear to me and every right that I hold sacred led me 
on to this. For my actions I have no apology to make. There is a sequel to it. 


I do not believe that I have violated any privilege that has been entrusted to me, nor have 
I been guilty of any dishonorable act or actions of which I need feel a shame. These I am ready 
to lay open to the fullest scrutiny and upon this score I count the fullest investigation. But I 
desire to say that after I have seen and explained to you the cause and nature leading on to this 
that if you deem it advisable, in view of my support of my friends, and in order not to bring any 
scandal upon your clean administration I am ready and willing to resign my position in the Mint. 
I feel that I can lose my position and the only support of a sister at school but not my convictions 
my feelings and that which is dear to me. 


No matter what may come to pass let me assure you as I have learned to respect and 
honor and esteem you that I will continue to do so. A man who once gains my admiration and 
respect will always retain this unless there is cause to change it.
